bletiBing that must be oarnod before 
it can be eDjojfed." On all sides it is 
agreed tbat Great Britain baa treated 
her Pucifio Colony with Hhamoful, in- 
excusable negioot — a neglect tbat early 
bligbtoJ ovoiy otl'ort of tbo pooplo to 
keep pace with Lho progress of tboir 
Ameriuan nuigbbors, and bus roBultod 
finally in ibo utter prostration and 
almost irrotriovublo rum of every in- 
toreat witbin itb bordorB. instead oi 
the young and feeble coramuuity 
being londurly nurtured and encour- 
aged by a helping baud from Ihe 
molbor country, it bus boon treated 
"With a cbilliug iudilt'orenco that bas 
steeled tbc boarts ot tbo colonisls 
against England and ber inBtilutiona. 
Our cilizouB have soon their ropro- 
Bentative institutions — the birthright 
ol every Uritou — snatctiod from their 
hands J Iboy bavo submiilcd uiicom^ 
plainiugly lo have a heavy load, of 
debt tbey never incurred strapped 
to their backs ; tbey have bsen maiio 
liable lor tbo payment of a Civil List 
oat ol all proportion to the requirements 
of ibe country; they are coirpollod 
to pay heavier taxes than auy Colony 
has before, boon called on to bear ; they 
have, in short, been subjeoled to every 
species ol insult and extortion tliui it 
is possible to inflict upon a free pooplo, 
until at last iboy are proj):irod for 
any species of cbango that would 
hold out even a remote prospect of 
bettering their condition. Many of 
tbom sigh lor another form ot Govern- 
ment^ ao impressed t»ro they with lho 
belief of the lailuro ot the uLtompt to 
establish Jiritish instiiutiou.-j on the 
Paoilio Coust ; and since no chango 
could bo for the .worse, they would 
welcome Annexation to the United 
Siatos in preference to coutiuuiug in a 
state ol poverty and wrotobodnoss. 
Id writing ttiue, we know that we speak the 
mind c( Diue ouc of every ten men in tbe 
Colony — mon wlio alter siruj^^liuy fur years 
to awaken ttic Home Qovcriiment to a sense ot 
tlie wroDgs under the wuii^bt of which wc are 
Btaggering, bavo at lust sat down in despair 
•t tbe gloumj prospects before them. The 
■ame line of policy that diew together tbe 
BoatOD Tea Party and cost England ber thir- 
teeo AmerioBD Colonies, is being pursued to- 
wards as. Tbe same poliov tbal e8trao(>ecl 
Oaaadians from : the iMotfaer Country and 
broD^ht on (be Rebellion of '37, is being con.3 
tinned here. Tlie people — disgusted, dis- 
heartened and all but ruioed — are loud in 

■ their expression of a ptelerenco fi.r the stars 
sod stripes. The eeoliinent is heard at every 
•Ireei coreer— at eocial gathoritigs — in busi- 
ness circles — at the ibeutre — in the saluone 
— in all places " where two or three aie 
gathered together" ; and tbe feeliu;; is grow, 
ing and spreudiog daily. The loyal'y, even, 
of men who have fought to preserve the 
boDor of Old England is seriously shaken ; 
tbe jouog men are growiug up impressed 
with (be idea that £oglBDd would be only 
tooglad lo getiid of us, and tbat to become 
B part of tbe " Universal Yankee Na- 
tion" is our inevitable destiny — oar irrc 
BiBtible fate 1 Thiti state of feeling is tbe 
natural result of tbo manner in which we 
bavo been aud are being treated by the 
Mother Country. Our prayers are unheeded ; 
our remonstrancea Iruinpled under foot ; our 
commerce tulncil ; iiiid a horde of tHicialc, 
with a civil list boyoi.d our ciipacity to bear, 
bang like a millstoue around uiir necks. 
Added to this accumulation of mi^cried, 
tbtODgb the criminal neglect and shortbiijht- 
edness of Brilisb statesmen, we are placed, by 
tbe cesitoo of (be Aassian Fossessioos, in a 
poiKion Ibat will be utterly indefensible iu 
case of a war between Great Britain and the 
United S(a(e8. We are not of tbe class who 
believe (but (be negotiations now ao'wii on 
for tbe sale of this Colony to the AniL-ricutiH 
will amount to anvtbiri;^. The British 
Government — uepecially n lory Government 
—will not Hull a foot of the territory it now 
holds. V\ ero John Bright I'lemier, wnh a 
Radical Alinialry, Ihure n)i(,'ht bu a sale ;

tbe whaling fleet; the chenpness of coal 
KOald induce manufaciurera to CHtahlish 
their faciorieu in uor iriid.Ht mui aliip thuir 
goods in place ol, ug >.< u an; doing, Iul-I to 
Oregon or Uoliforuia. Our nuintrous ereolis 
and rivers with their picture- (juu lulls would 
be utilized ; our ininurul ret-uurcun opeiwd 
up. and an era of prospu-rity and cmiiuni ini nt 
toko Ihe place of the present Ktato of did- 
trees and discontent that prevuiln on every 
aide. But, is annexatioD the on y panacea 
lor our ills 1— is it only by allying ourselves 
to a foreign Dutioo 'that we can enjoy the 
blessings wbiob we have briefly skatohed?

people against having anything to do with 
the Paoiflo colony " beoaaae it is gone in 1" 
If tho Heme Government desires lo retain 
our aOections it bos got to manifest an interest 
in our welfare. It must not teach U9 to forget 
our duty as British tul jects by first forgetting 
its duty towards us. It rnuat foster, oncouruge 
and assist us in maintaining a connection that 
will add as muub to the glory and strength 
of tbo Mother Country as it will result in our 
own prosperity. But if, on the other band, 
Groa( iiritain wishes to oast os off, she baa 
oi>ly to coDliuue.her present polioy for a few 
months longer and ber Pacific Gotonies may 
ba found some fine morning in the present 
year knocking at the door of the White 
Ilouse for admission. 



A Trip lo I'oniuxi 

I eft Victoria cn Mcmioy morning, ateeven 
o'clock, in tho steamer Sir James Douglas, 
carrying ten passengers, H.M.'s mails and 
about twenty tons ol freight for the different 
settlements. Skirting the soiitheast coast 
of Vancouver Island, tbe course lies through 
en archipelago of small islands, all of which, 
with a few exceptions, are uninhabited, 
ullhough nt certain seasoBS of the year, many 
of these minor dependencies ure tenanterl Ijy 
savage tribes Ironi tho coust of !5rili,-h roluin- 
t'ia and Vancouver Island, who frequent the 
locality for Ihe purpose of fishing und hunt, 
ing. Passing across the entrance to Saanich 
Arm we uoliced several boats and nnmercus 
canoes engaged in tbc pursuit of dog li^hi 
which are here very abnodant. The- oil of 
this fish Is valuable for bnroiog and other 
purposes, bringing about 66 ^lo 60 cents per 
gallon at Viotoria even in an impure condi- 
tion. In (his neighborhood the " black fish" 
is also to be found at this season in great 
numbers, bat os yet little or nothing has been 
done to capture this valuable fish. One man 
has built a suilublo boat on the Suanich In., 
let for the purpose ol commencinp; the whale 
fishery. Owing, howeTcr, to the absence of 
skilled labor and capital, I uudcrslaod that 
lie has met with little success. A single fish 
of the clues wbirh abounds in the.'^e waters 
is worth, at a moderate computation, from 
$200 to S500 — sufficient inducement, one 
would eappoee, to iosnre persons engaging iu 
tbe business bef.ie very long. It is gencr" 
ally supposed tbat those fish are not found 
iu *' schools," but within a space of a few 
miles we oouoted thirteen fish " spontlog at 
every span." 

Emerging from the beautiful island 
scenery, the steamer touches at Cowichan 
' and Maple Bay. Although tho tourist is not 
struck with any prominent evidence of set- 
tlement at either ol those places, tbey a'e 
neverlhelpss contiguous to thousands of acres 
of fine farming land, only a .'"ew miles back, 
where will be fonnd many industrious 
settlers. At the Oo-viohan landing tbe 
steamer ruos alongside a very creditable 
wharf, at tbe head ot which is a substantial 
log hotel. The proprietor's bcepitality is 
famed thronghoat the districti We had ao 
opportunity ol ascertaining the landlord's 
skill in dispensing tbo famous " Mormon 
Cocktail," which is composed of the most 
choice ingredients, and being prepared j?i 
vacuo, is considered to have an cxhileratini; 
etleot when tho imbiber reaches lha open 
air. 

Rounding a bold headland we left the 
picturesque Maple Bay and entered Sansum 
Narrows. Immed ately on tho banks of this 
channel are seen indications of the eOorls of 
some of the Copper Mining Companies 
which were projectid io 1864 aod 1863, and 
abandoned through either ineflioient maoago- 
ment or exhausted capital. 

Salt Spring Island,' a settlement in Ad- 
miralty Bay, is the next slopping place 
lamous for its sandstone, which is suitable 
(or building purposes. Several fine fronth 
of this siona ure to be seen iu Yutea street 
und (Joveruinent street, Victoria. 

Afier passing Dodd's Narrows, a mognifi- 
cont wall of sandstone is to be seen on the 
right, exiciidiiig for several miles along the 
bunks of Uabiiola Island and rising perpcn> 
dicularly from the water's edge. The strata 
here are beltier dafioed and more regalar than 
those we observed at Salt Spring, and vary 
from three to twenty feet in thickocssi An 
ioexbaualable quarry of the fiaeB( sanilstone 
IS thos prepared for the future requirements 
of the colony. 

Crossing the channel from Qabriola f^land 
wo entered Nanaiipo harbor ut 4:3!) havirg 
made the run in about nine hoiiis. Here Ihe 
w hole neighborhood turns out at tho approach 
of the steamer, with the exceptiuri perha[jH 
of tho subterranean populalion, who arc not 
supposed to hear the thrilling struins of ihe 
Louglas: Tbo cbeetful aspect of the (own 
6i(e, (he smoke from the Company's extrneivc 
works, the nnmber cf pretty girls end fair 
children, and, in fact, the fou^ efMsm^^e of 
lha place conveys the idea of a much older 
community, and preseots an agreeable opn- 
(rast, at least on " steamer day," to (be dul] 
in( notony of Victoria with ber numerous 
cnipiy stores. 

At 7:30 p.m. wo left Nanaiino and sleunied 
until about midnlghl. Dropped anchor at the 
lieud of Dennmu's Sound, as it was difficult 
to find tho entrance to Conios harbor on ac- 
count of tho dense smoke from bush fires 
which raged in every ditoction. 'ihe luiid 
efleel ol tall trooa enveloped in flame, as seen 
through tho thick atniosphero in tbe daik- 
ness, although interesting to the ezcDrsion- 
isl, was very perplexing to tbo mariner, the 
distances betwixt (bese pillars of fire being 
very problematioal. At daybreak, notwith- 
standipg the perplezilies of the previous 
night, thanks to our unerring pilot, we found 
the steamer at anchor immediately at tbe en- 
trance to the harbor. 

BieuklBBC over wo landed in tho ship's 
boat, alter an abortive attempt in a leaky 
canoe. Walked along tba beach about a 
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mile b the Indian village, which consists of 
a one-sided streoi, as usual, of; wooden housee 
built without nails. In front of tho pfinoipal 
edifices are Hugposts and colossal statueo, 
curved out of solid trees. The w ork ol tbe 
greatest merit is n flagpost, composed of 
several colossal human figures surmounting 
each other, carved out of one tree, the top- 
most figure being alter tho " Boston" type, 
aod not a bud representation of an emiucnl 
"adventurer" at Victoria. Tno oiber carv- 
iogB ore somewhat indecent, although they 
have been toned down of late years by tbe 
white settlors. At ibo further end of .this 
aboriginal street ia I' the. store" where tho 
white settlers cor'^regaiel From Ibis point 
for a distance of (wo miles we were propelled 
in canoe by meaua of long polos, the depth 
of water on the flat being scarcely siilTicient 
to float tho vessel. The vast flat ut the 
mouth of tho river (Courtenuy) is covered 
with huiuiredi! ut largo trees which have 
floated down the river doling lliu floods. 
The left bank is thickly wooded to the water's 
edge, the background, consi.siiiig of a range of 
inountaiuB, ranging from &0U0 to 7000 feet 
in height, the Joflipr, peaks being covered 
with perpeotaai soow. The right bank of the 
river presents a, liie'del).aj of 'cleared; land, 
which i8-DeBrly,all fenced by^eeltleW About 
five miles from the spit, at the entrance to 
tb^ harbor, the course leaves the main Rlrcnin 
and enters u "slough," ut the head of which 
is ' Giuu's landing." Here vcgetutioii os- 
pumes a tropical growth, indeed, tlio same 
characteristic was noticed all ulnng the 
banks ol this fioo stream. I'nss^iiig I\lr 
Grun's farm, five initiutcs wulk brings us to 
" tho church," a neat log luiikliog, siluated 
on n beautilul slope i.f the pruirie. The 
centre and left wing ol the building is the 
para Phage, tho right wing being the church 
ul the Episcopal mission, capable of seating 
40 persons. There is no attempt io this 
i>imple structure at Cathedral cfTccl, the 
light of heaven being permitted to stream in 
upon the altar without ooy obstruction Ironi 
blinds or p'isinatio glass, ond the beautiful 
lorn Icives springing up between the floor- 
ing gives a very rural asjiecl lo the inierior, 
ai.d at the Siime time servo to keep the 
worshipper's feet cool. Tho door ol this 
little edilico swings on its hinges without 
bolt or bar, und the pews uro lurnished with 
a profusion of bibles and pruyerobooks, so 
thut tho Comox setders have no excuse lor 
neglecting to cultivata iheir'hfea'rtsi howcvir 
much tbey may be averse to tbe cultivation 
of tbe soil: lo juslice to the settlets, I may 
add, that they ate proud of their bharcb in 
the wildernsss, and well they may, for it is a 
plucky little edifice, standing as it does im- 
mediately • n Ihu truil ot the Indian, llie bear, 
the wolf und the patitlur. Lcaviiii; our 
blankets ul the eliurch, in eh iruo ol nobody, 
wo took our guns and waudured over the 
line pruirie, cvtenJing fomc G or 7 miles. 
The soil appears lo bo an nnu'^uii ly rich 
loam, without stouo or slum;) or anything to 
hinder the plough. At intervuls, over this 
extensive prairie are spread clumps of incj, 
admirably adapted by nature for the purpose 
of sbelteriog the fartner's stock; Tbe diSer- 
cnt settlers have access to each other's farms 
by means of good trails over tbe open fern 
land, and the distances betweeo the settle* 
mcnts aro not so great as to prevent (hem 
from assisting each otber at any season of ih ' 
year. 

During the summer mon lbs the prairie 
abounds in grouse, and from Oelober lo 
January numerous flocks ot gee.se und duck 
frequent the river ond adjicent swamps 
Deer is also abundant, and, :i- u nialtor ol 
course, beusts of prey, such as ihu woll, 
panther and bear. But the gctikr.s arc not 
often disturbed by tbeir visits, ulthou,;h there 
is a legend io the district that upon one ocx 
casion a huge bear emerged from tbe forest 
one Sunday morning and slaughtersd a pig 
on tbe threshold of (he church door. Wed- 
nesday and Thursday were spent in fi^hiEg 
and shooting, tbe result of wbich, was thut 
our party collected a larger quantity ol fish 
aiid game than «e could consume, llms ilu- 
moustratiny tlie feasibiliti ot a man's ubiliiy 
lo suppoit life with aimply a gun and a 
fishing rod. 

" Seaweed Jim's" credit having e.vpired 
on Thursday nitcrnoon ho made his appear- 
ance at live o'clock and our parly having 
been collected we bid good bye to our ho-.f 

piiable friend Captain P , the "Gordon 

Cuuiming" and " Livingstone" of Vaocous 
ver Island, whose love ol sciontifio explora- 
tion and odmirahle Indian diplomacy will 
some day, we doubt not, be of aervice to ihis 
young but promising colony. 

I'loceeding down tbe river we reached ihi; 
Rteumer at 7:30. (Jut up .steam on the lid- 
lowing' inoiiiing Hiid lelt I'oinox iKirhor at 
fi o'clock. Dolightfnl clear v.'cilliei-, I'a.<- 
sed the I'erseveranee coal iiiii.e \vlieie,ut! wero 
iiiloritied, eight \vhiU;.<iuid a ijr inlier id In- 
diaii.s aie tniployed inakiii^ u trail ol two or 
three miles to the mineral localiiy. The 
point ei lected by tho comp.uiy ajipeurs to 
bo well I dapted for the shipmcDt of ccal 
from the mine, wbioh is 6itaal,ed at n convc« 
niont elevation Irom the coast. Beached 
Nunaimo at cue o'clock. Found the town 
in u bustle about a couoert uDder tbe imme- 
diate direction of no less a'personagB than 
the " Fakir do Bordeaux;" Bjieni a whole 
hour ill cmleavoring 10 hire u c inoc. 'I'lie 
Naimitno Indians aro very rcluelaiit to hire 
iheir canoes to while niun owing to tlin iiu- 
ineidus " bilks" which have bei-n per|)elra' 
ted by tlio coal niinery. 't hrough the e.xer- 

liona uf iVir, ,;< , one ol our jiaily, v.-e 

were al last niecc,=sfiil. I'rocieded up the 
Nanaiino river i^overal inilua and luuiul good 
trout fishing. 'I'bo ^co^ery on Ibis river i..< 
nearly equal in beauty to that on the Courte- 
nuy Rjver at Oomox. But (be QsbiDg at this 
season is interior. . 

At Nonaimo there appears, to^ba a decided 
lino drown betwixVtho 'aristooraoy and the 
democracy, owing, doubtless, to (he absence 
of the usual inlermcdinto soeiul elements be- 
iwixt (he employer and tho employed. 
Adventuiers in political science will find in 
Nanoimo an o.xcidlent field lor the study ot 
the first principles ol political toonoiny, 
ooutuining, as it does, all the elements of in- 
dustry in a disintegrated form. 

Tho exporting capacity of thu colony may 
bo said to bo centered ul Nunaimo. The 
growth and industry of liiis thriving pluco 
onlille it lo tbo privilege which it now en- 
joys .of sending two repi osuiitatives to tho 
Council, and tbe superior iatelligeooo of the 
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inbttbitaiits will shortly demand a County 
Uuurt with a Resident Judge. 
Leaving Natiaimo on Saturday morning at 

eight o'clock, alter u pleasuut run of nine 
hours, we readied Viotoiiu about sunset. 

To the cliEerlul, manly bearing uf Captain 
Clurk wo wore indebted for much of the 
enjoyment of tlie trip. The intelligence 
and uttention of tho other oHioers of the 
ship in the performance ol their duties like- 
wise onhnnoed the fueling of security during 
the voyage. To those who are looking for- 
ward to a sninmer tour wo cannot recom.< 
mend one more enjoyable thaa the trip to 
(^ompx and back. . . n . ^ .
